Now, a word or two about handling a 

typewriter. 

Pre-war lypewriietD, while they were usu- 
ally goiKl strong tnai:hines, were heavy to 
work and lift, noisy, and tiot parlicularly 
attractive. 

These days typewriters have become 
qitietrr, speedier, and more stTramlined. 

Howeier, they are also more sensitive 
and hai^e more parts to "go wroo^," 



signs and then developing the mental re- 
flexes which, enable the hand to produce 
these sign.s inslanily, without conscious 
diought, at tlic sound of the spoken word. 

Stf-nographen, honcver, no mailer how 
good dieir theory, cannot earn money ffotn 
their, shorthand until they can write as 
fast as words are spoken — usually double the 
speed of typing. 

To a typist, speed Ls a g;reat asset; to 
a sleiwgiapher, speed at least as fast as 
the spoken wi»rd is es.se^[tal, 

And that takes practice — and practice. 

But why praetice when you can pti> 
suade the boss to buy a dictaphone? Ah — 
one day tbe boss may think, why buy a 
diciaphone, because there are other secrc- 
lariei who hare practised. 

The deeision rests with you. 

Another snag; those secretarii,'! who hat^e 
pmciised their shorthand must abo prac- 
tiw transcribing, uf reading it back. 

This may seem a straiipe staterneni, and

cectainly, if she has written it correctly 
and dearly, .slic will be able to read it 
back. 

But a stCTOgrapher writing at maxitnuiu 
speed can easily omit a word, write it illeg- 
ibly, or — tnost commoa error — if unable 
to remeraibirr an outline, she will invent 
one. 

'ITliat woutH be all right, but too often she 
will (ocgei ihr outline she has iovented. 

This can be remedied with the assistance 
of the person who dktaicd tbe letter, but 
the inventive stenographer is often afraid 
to admit she has msdc a mistake, so covers 
if up with another mUtafce — ihe invents 
an entirely tfifferent word from Uiat dic- 
tated. 

"Fmd me," said a faiissncs ciecutive 
recently, "jnst one stenographer who will 
type back exat:tly wlul I dictate." 

Hyri'H the two baiit abilities, arcurate 
touch-typing and fast, legible short- 
hand, the stenographer-typist may beeome 
a good sccr(!tary— or she may not. 

The typed letter whidi she places on the 
boBi' desk may be a perfect iranacriptiof] of 
what he dinated, with no typing erron.

These are pretty numerous, TeJephoning, 
filing, mailing, duplicaling, iovuiciug, and 
banJiint; are but a lew. 

Of course, in, these days of larfi^e dflptut* 
nientaliscd offices tviifi specialised woticr;, 
private seirrptaples sre itN^ 10 hand out lueh 
jobs 35 producing a circular, stamping the 
mail, booking a trunk r^itl, or fding the 
boss' rorrespondenrcs, but that does nm ejt- 
oniirate her from knowing; how to do all 
rhcive things. 

Anyway, in a small office, or in an cmer- 
genry, the may ttave lu do ihcm nil. 

That is why the Ijcst pri-vace sccreiartes 
today are those who have "cnitte up the 
hard way" — siartc^d m messsnger-girl, per- 
haps, and learned all these thingfs in ptac- 
ti ce- 
lt is also why some of the younger girls 
wh[» hat^e in rfretit years stepped .itra^t^ht 
<mi oJ business colle^ into secreiarial posi- 
tions would find it difficult to hold down 
liiL'ir jobs if business sinniped and i^tafl had 
to be rut.

Again, there are no hard and fast rults

btit here the good typist will use imaglna- 
lion lu produce atti'activr work. 

A certain formal standard has been adop- 
ted over the years for the basic layout. 

Nearly every typist is fantsliar wilh this 
format: the dale goo* somew^herr in the 
top right-hand comer; the name and ad- 
'Inss goes against the left-hand omrgin,' 
there is (jotible spacing between para- 
graphs; the wurda "Yours faithfully"' ^tiiah 
.wmewhere near the right-hand margin. 

I'hcre iire many Q,ther points in any gfwd 
typing manual; but my point is thai the 
typist ran follow all of them yet produce a 
letter which is unbalanced, untidy, and 
thoroughly irritating to read, even though 
it may be well phirased and correctly spelt. 

The very basis of every business ii to sell, 
and to std] on a lou^^h and highly com- 
petitive market, and lb* most widely used 
method of approach to a ciistoirter is the 
ordinary biisinean letter. 

Whether that letter brings a positive reply 
or goes into a was I c- pa per basket often 
depetiiis Kjn the typist's nkiU. Such is the 
impcrlaritc of "layout." 

. There's only One way to tackle the prob- 
lem, and that's the way the good secretary 
approaches all her work. She tKinks about 
it. 

Before (causcribitig any letter on ^ type- 
writer, a .ictretaiy consiilefs the siie of the 
leiier and letterhead, and how many para- 
gcaplu there are. 

Will the letter finish with a peraooal tig- 
nature, or will the name and formal posi- 
tion of the dicptor be typed beneath the 
signature? 

WiU there be sub-headings? 

F-Ttperlence and imagination should enable 
the typist to visualise the finiiheif Irttet. 
Then, and only then, will she know whut 
margins lo use, whether lo single or double 
,^pace, to indent or to block the paragraphs.

But the girl who really wants to f^t oo 
will not be too proud ur too iitrpitrlani to 
le-im all iheie things. Any woman of aver- 
age intelligence ran master them. 

fiowevcr. top-line scrtetariti must have 
more than average ability as organiieri!. 

In fact, one could state lhat a .secretary 
can type her way .10 fat up the laiiiJcr of 
sucrcs.'i, but only good nrgani^atinn and per- 
sonality will carry her to the very lap. 

It's a hard, tough climb, and fast short- 
hand, good typing, and a knowledge of 
filing, fir., simply wouldn't sec out the 
distance, 

;fJOW. there IS no mystery about good 
orgtinisiitg. It is siniply knowing what 
is 10 be done, and how to do it. 

Tlie organising task^ of a secretary, ciut- 
side her general office routine, may be any- 
thing from arranging a small mceiing to a 
large conveiilion, from a cocktail party to 
a sales itinerary, 

Bi:hitid every succeiaful conltcence, busi- 
ness trip, or salfj campaign is at least one 
very good sirrelaty, the person who remcTH» 
bered all the details, big and tittle— hmcl 
reservations, air tjckels, ins iiaiians. Pros 
notices, stnd extra cups for afternoon lea. 

A secretary will receive instructions about 
her lask, anil if she a new 10 the job they 
will he fairly detailed. 

However, if she has already organised 
something similar Ijcfoie, experience will 
teach her what is needed — the experience 
of both witat was done previously and what 
was not done. 

There arc times when a special campaign 
or cvcnl has 10 be srranged which is beyond 
the experience of boih the secretary 4tid her 
firm. 

Tlien it is tbat one of llic tiiosl important 
characteristics of a good organiser is 
needed , — imagination. 

.\ secrelar)' should be able to imagint^ the 
detailed sequence ol developments in a 
campaign, to envi.^nge all possible reqoice- 
meAt^, and so be able to prepare in advance.

New ideas can shake them. They may 
even [eel jealous of the secretary who sug- 
gests such ideas. 

However, their outward reaction wiil be 
CO explain tluit "it's never been done that 
way" and theretoi* it wqm't work. 

Frustrating u this might be to an ea^^er 
young secretary, she ifiauld realise iJiai such 
a boss need* a good secretary more lian 
any other. 

He needs someone wbd will rope with 
chao^ far him: TOineoiie who will genily 
arid tactfully help him to survive the whirl- 
wind of new ideas from outside. 

She must keep his world sniDoth-numis^ 
and orderly, but she must make him fetl 
iltat he is still the boss. 
• But whatever the shortcomings of a bos^, 
r)t hii jecreiary, for that matter, there must 
br attitual lejpcct and co-operation. 

Becaiide bosses are usually in<ifi and Jiecre- 
laries usually women, the prexcrvation of 
this [flatiatuthlp is sometimes a precarious 
biuiiness, 

The secreiary who falb in love with her 
bo!B may, or may not, have found herself a 
husband, bal she has very definitely des- 
troyed her posilian a private secretary.

In the lame way, the boM who makea 
advaiKes to his attractive secretary cremates 
a situation wherein sooner or later he must 
find another secretary. 

On the other hjiad, the ser.rcury who 
finds herself heaving a sigh of relief when 
the boa goes out, or who gossips to other 
staff membct^ about his irritating ways, 
might as well start looking up "PoailiotiB 
Vacant" there and then, 

la spile tA iJk papular concept fotmd in 
light novels and HoDywood films, "boss 
and secretary" romances ate, in real life, 
the ciceptian rather ikan ilie nile. 

Every boss, be he marjufacturLPT or a pro- 
fessional man, runs an office and office 
staff for one purpose — to facilitate dealings 
with his clients. Without client.? he is 
without a buiineits, anij a man witliuiit a 
busincs does not require a sccrdtary.- 

In the bnsiness world most 'clients are 
other serrelarics' bosses, hut to vnur boss 
and hu staff they are VIPs. 'it is fiJr 
them that the boss forsakes hi* bam sand- 
wiches and cup of tea to book a table al 
' the club": it is for them thai he leaves on 



If a secretary resorts to "white lies" in 
surh a flitua(i(in, she should tell them con. 
vincingly. 

Nothing is more obvious than the lie to 
a telephone caller, 'Tm alraid Mr. X is 
oui," after having been told, on asking to 
spieak to Mr. X, "Ves, who is calling, 
please?" 

However, had the caller b*?en told im- 
mctliately, "Well, I'm not sure il Mr. X is 
in, but I will chrck. Who is it calling?" 
he would have been prepatfld for the prthba- 
bility thai Mr. X is out, without feeling 
thai Mr. X did nut wish to speak to him. 

The ability to remember voices o\'cr the 
telephone is also very valuable, Tht client 
who rings and briefly asfci for "Mr. X, 
please" is plea.<ted and e\'en flattered by tht' 
<eCTetary's reply ij( "Just a inumeni, Mr. 
Jones." 

But be sure you really do reL'0(,mise the 
voice before greeting (he caller, as Mr. Jones 
would probably prefer to remairi unidenti- 
fied than to be called Mr, Brown! 

Another way in which a f{oud secretary 
can assist lier boss is by encouraging clients 
to give tlieir small and routine requests 
without interrupting "the chief." 

This is not always easy, sqnielimcs be- 
cause eallprs do noi like to negotiate witli 
anyone but '^ihe cJiicf," but often because 
businessmeu will not acknowledge tliat a 
secretary (who, after all, k only a woman) 
can be relied upon in the buuiiess world. 

This prejtiditc, one of the bigge.U ob- 
stacles facing women in business, must be 
slt^wly luitl gently broken doWn by coEistnut 
t'ourtesy and reliability. 

Evcotualty the tecreiajy will win their 
cctnfideucc, even if she does not completely 
eliininate their prejudice. 

After all, how often do we hear a busi- 
nessman say to a colleague: "Ring his sec re 
lary, She might know, She's pnttty eflieieni 
(or a WOMAN." 

But never mind, Thp day will rnrae.. 1 
wonder wliat son of secretanea most tnen 
would iitake! 

iiiurh for bcssc!) and clients. 
But in most secretarial positions these 
days there is another very important group 
t-f people vvith wbom a secret^^ miiat cor 
operate if she is to succeed. 

This group includes all the other mem- 
bers of her boss' sta^, from the accouniam 
down to the office boy. 

They don't fall into any sort of s pattern 
— ibere are the pleasant and the cranky, the 
bored and the interested, I be wit ty and the 
worried, the kind and the mean. 

But they are all human beings and work- 
mates— yes. workmates of the most success- 
ful of successful piivale secretarie?.

' She nnist be able tci eo-operalr with 
people, iind emsure that th*y co-operate 
with her. 

A petiOn's willingness to co-operate is 
greatly iilfluenced by other people's wilting- 
nc-«s to grant him .status — the status of 
bfling someone, who does somethijig, mi4 
has ability and respon.iibility. 

Let's take an example: a busy managing 
director asks his busy .secretary to send an 
ititerstate cliimt u sample <if a new product 
a.s quickly as possible. 

The secretary could spend c|uile some 
minutes herself checking on various methoils 
uf delivery— airmail, express post, rail, etc. 
— and then, ha vizi done (lie job romplelt'ly, 
ask 3 rather bored and disinterested me^- 
aengcr-boy to send it. 

HowBver, a secretary who really knows 
how (o get cch-operation wilt first approach 
the messenger-lmy and give him the job 
of finding out the speediest delivery method. 

Perhaps he has to ring the railways or 
the post oflicc him-wlf, bnt he ha.s a task, 
a rcspciiifibility, an interest in the matter, 
and as a. result he will be keen to get the 
sain pie nn ils, way. 

To that messenger- boy the sccrclary has 
showTi her confidence. 

To that secretary the lad will be keen lo 
allow liif willingness and ability lo ecp- 
operale on other tasks. 

And let olhes people kni>w that they have 
importaitte, i20t so much by words {especi- 
ally the flattery cliches such as "Tou'rc 
much better ai this than I am, dear, and T 
know you'd love to help mc" touch )i buE 
by your actions. 

Tru-^t llieiu — really tnisl them — know that 
they will do a gootj job. and they will. 

(I can almost hear the doubting readers 
sigh; "Not our office boy — he's hopeless!" 
To them I can only say, while ever you 
expect him tn be hoptde^i, he. will be. Jusl 
try expecting him to come good, and sec 
for yourself how he does,) 

Ability to speak well is a basic need for 
a good secretary, but let us be clear on 
whaE we mean by speaking well. 

It has nothing to do with elocution, with 
accents, with pronunriation in the "fashion- 
able" manner. 

Sjw^ech should be natural atitt sincere, and 
to the point, so that (he porwn spoken to 
giits the mesige clearly and pleasantly. 



Shi' docs not have to be beaiilttut, but 
she. dues have to be clean, tieat, and attrac- 
tive. 

Her amount of make-up, hair-style, and 
ctnthes will depend upon her own individual 
taste— but she will show good taste. 
. However, asstuning that 9jjr gocrd .secce^. 
tary has tier appearaace well tmder control, 
let s luiik at her still more eleiicty. i^Ias she 
her&elF w.ell under control? 

Il she Ls .lUowing her thoughts to .stray 
Ijack to last night's date^ w forward lo 
what she will wear to thr weekend party, 
she is not controlling henelf, and certainly 
not controlling her work. 

What is more, she will become, a clock- 
waicher. Time will drag because she is 
just waiting for it to pass. 

She should organise her personal life so 
that il doesn't intrude into her working 
life. 

"Oftieiaa* old maid» 

She flhiMild di->icou ra.^e friends who call 
her on ihe phone during working hour* 
^'to ehai'" and should alway.s limit her own 
private phone calls. 

Emotion is also a factor which must be 
cuu trolled, 

A secretary- who is worried about a per- 
sonal matter and takes that worry to work 
will soon be even morr^ worried about her 
her own errors and strained relationshept 
in itte office. 

In lac(, it ran often result in her worry- 
ing abtiui finding another Ji>h. 

And yet, il must be itdmitccd, private 
worries are not easily cast off. 

However, only when a pirrjioo t]ui£ily and 
calmly confronts bis ur her particular prob- 
lem, and makes a detennijied decision to do 
sDmelhing about it, will he or slie find 
thai it is not as bad a.s it first appejired. 

It will erase to be a constant, nagging, 
distracting worry. 

The Ion-ardent secretary who Is com- 
pletely and utterly devoted to her job, 
nnd has tio other interests and activities 
in her life, will proLibly iri time destroy 
I he very job ihe loves so much, besides 
destroying bee own personality. 

She will do tbi* because ihe has elim- 
inated all other iiitere^l.s and activities in 
her life; she will lose her friends because 
her otily conversation is Iter job; she wjU 
become intolciaat of the activities and in- 
terests of [M-nple wiih whom she works, and 
so will alienate herself from them. 

She will probably finiah up a dottiijicer- 
ing, unlikeable, «fTicicni pcriiaps, but 
officious old maid. 

In contrast is the real career secretary 
wliu loves her work and .really controls it, 
IW as she controls her personal life, whether 
it he as a wife and mother, or .is one who 
fills her time with hobbies and friends.

STAMMERING is only a 
itiinor thing compared with 
blindness or being a. cripple, and, 
like some of the major afnictions, 
it has its ccntjKnsatioiis. 

At schoof, for instance, 1 rarely was 
in trouble for not knowing my work; 
1 SD rarely was asked quest ions. 

I did feet fnistrai<?d at not being 
abfe to join the debatinj^ team, and it 
wa.s no cofisjolation to be told slut- 
lering was aitcactiive.
